"Education in Kentuekv and 
Ha Needs- la General Sub- 
ject To Be Used 

Complete plans, rules, and regu- 
lation* for the recently announced 
Public Oratorical contest to be 
sponsored by the University exten- 
sion department and the Kentucky 
Education association were released 
today by Dr Wellington Patrick, 
director of the department. 

The general subject of the con- 
test will be "Education In Kentucky 
and Its Needs." Every college or 
Junior college In the state is eligi- 
ble. Each college wishing to par- 
ticipate shall hold a preliminary 
contest sometime before December 
25, and select one representative 
for the final state contest, which 
will be held January IB. 1934. in 
Memorial hall. If necessary, pre- 
liminaries will be held In the after- 
noon of that date and six repre- 
sentatives selected for the finals. 

Prizes amounting to $50 will be 
given as follows: $25 for the best 
oration. $15 for the second, and $10 
for the third. The contestants may 
speak on any phase of public edu- 
cation. A few subjects suggested 
by the sponsors are: "The Depres- 
sion and Education"; "Education 
the Basis of Business": "Alms and 
Functions of Public Education": 
Why Should the 8tate Educate Its 
Citizens?": "Needed Constitutional 
and Legislative Changes Affecting 
Education"; "Education in Kentuc- 
ky as compared with<other states"; 
and "The Schools, the State's In- 
surance Policy." 

The general rules and regulations 
set forth are: 

L All white pupiis in all colleges 
of the state are eligible, graduate 
students excepted. 

a. Each institution is entitled to 
only one representative in the final 
state contest 

3. Speakers will be rated on 
thought, composition, and delivery 

4. College contests should be held 
by December 25. in such manner 
as may be determined by authorities 
of the college. 

5. All preliminaries shall require 
three Judges and if 
rangement made for 
ance of the speaker. 

6. In the state preliminaries. 
Judges shall be used, and five In 
the state finals. 

7. Judges for the contest will be 
selected by officers of the depart- 
ment of extension and officers of 
the Kentucky Education association. 

8. Each representative must file 
with the Department of Extension 
a typewritten copy of the address 
to be made, and if possible two 
photographic prints, to be filed at 
least one week prior to the final 
contest. 

All students interested in enter- 
ing should inquire for details at 
the President's office or the Depart- 
ment of Extension. The Depart- 
ment of Extension will ask the De- 
partment of Public Speaking to 
conduct the contest for the Uni- 
versity and to assist in the state 
content.

It has been 
even more Improved during the last 
year It creates an atmosphere of 
quietness and peace How would 
you like it, student, entirely trans- 
formed Into a training ground for 
soldiers with a warlike, belligerent 
attitude prevailing? 

According to many international 
figures, who should know what's 
what in the world, another war Is 
on Its way. Hitler Is preparing 
Germany to renew her offensive 
move for world supremacy All na- 
tions are rushing to build bigger 
battleships, faster aeroplanes, more 
destructive nmmunitlon. Even talk 
of peace, usually so much indulged 
in between nations, has been given 
up. This prediction does jiot mean 
that a war will come in the next 
year or so. but certainly in the very 
near future. 

Transportation has been develop- 
ed to the point where it will enable 
the next war to affect everyone in 
the world.

Learn how you may 
take a share in the government and 
proceed to do so! If the older peo- 
ple of the nation will not safeguard 
It for the younger ones, it is up to 
the younger ones to care for their 
own interests. Prepare yourselves 
to do so. and make your feelings 
felt so strongly that the ones now 
In command will listen to you. 
Otherwise, you may find yourselves 
without a country when the time 
comes for you to go forth and 
conquer it.
